The performance of any Hcmi-aiit ermine rifle depends on how dean it is kept. Exclusive 
use o| J. C. Higgins’ ymmunii inn will keep fording In a minimum, but, because a semi-antn- 
matie rifle depends on the powder gases for the repeating action, it must be kept clean to 
function efficiently. We recommend that your gun be thoroughly cleaned after firing 200 to 
250 rounds for continued lop performance.

Using a tooth brush snaked in solvent, dean l rigger assembly, getting powder fouling 
out of springs, magazine throat, etc, In same manner dean holt, getting fouling out of 
extractor, off of bolt face am! bring pin, ami out of machined ruts in boll. Puah a patch, 
moistened with a good 'solvent through the barrel from the muzzle end. Push a brass brush, 
soaked in solvent through the entire length of the bore several times, using long even 
strokes. Push clean patches through the bore in the same manner until I he last patch comes 
out unsoiled. Push lightly oiled patch through the entire length of the bore. Wipe both 
trigger assembly and bolt dry, oil lightly, and replace, following instructions for assembly* 
which follow.

Sears 1 Store or from 1 he catalogue 1 , which includes all the necessary materials to carry out 
the above operations. Another valuable piece of equipment is a J. C. Higgins Silicone Cloth 
which will help by protecting the outside surfaces of the rifle from rust and moisture.

TO MAKE GUM SAFE; Safety is located in trigger guard bow forward of trigger. 

With hammer cocked, push safely from left to right until red bund is covered. This move- 
ment locks trigger, and gun cannot he fired. Always lock the trigger when earning a 
loaded gun. 

TO RELEASE SAFETY: Push safety from right to loft, exposing red band, and 

gun is ready lo fire, 

TO LOAD MAGAZINE: With safety on, Inrn knurled knob cut inner magazim- lube, 

pull tube out and insert cartridge*? into cartridge ripening, writ timing the operation until 
last cartridge is visible t See figure 2). Grasping knurled portion of inside magazine tube, 
press down with rotating action until magazine rube is fully down and located in supporting 
notch. 

TO LOAD CHAMBER ; Retract action fully to the rear and allow to dose. Push safely 
so that the red band appears. Gun is now ready to fire.

TO REMOVE CARTRIDGES; WITHOUT FIRING: Remove Inside magazine 

tube, and by pointing gun muzzle downward, all cartridges in the magazine tube will drop 
into the hand. With safety on, work action twice to remove cartridges front barrel chamber 
and from trigger guard assembly ihrnngh the eject ion port. Pull holt operating handle back 
and examine barrel chamber to make sure gun is now empty of cartridges. Inside magazine 
tubemay now be replaced. 



TO ASSEMBLE J, C, HIGGINS 4-X TELESCOPE SIGHT TO RIFLE: Engage 
maling slot on telescope mount with mating slot on receiver top. The eye piece of the scope 
should be to I lie rear and slide forward against the stop. Tighten scope mounting screw anti 
the assembly is complete. (Sec figure 1}*

TO REMOVE TRIGGER ASSEMBLY: Turn the gun upside down, remove trigger 

guard retaining screw. Grasp trigger guard and pull up and toward the butt stock. Trigger 
guard assembly will come free of the receiver as a unit (See figure 4), II Is advisable to 
remove this assembly only when necessary, 

BOLT: With gun still upside down, puli bolt operating handle completely to rear. 
While holding in this position, lift up front of bolt and ease bolt our of receiver releasing 
pressure on driving spring slowdy. Bolt operating handle may ilien be pulled forward to the 
ejection port and removed from the gun. (See figure 5K 

FORE-ARM: May be disassembled by removing forearm retaining screw and sliding 

fore-arm from receiver.
